The scientists said that by the AD 
2020 the world will be 1.30C warmer than now, rising 
to 30C warmer by AD 2070. If this happen, the icecaps 
at the North Pole and South Pole will melt and there will 
be more water in the oceans, so many countries will 
drown also the world will become so hot that the 
smaller animals and plants may die.

Balochi which is our mother tongue is one of the 
oldest languages in the world, and the word literature has been 
derived from a Latin word “Lettra” which has the meaning of 
documents, 

Balochi language at first came to notice in 1830, when 
in English tourist started to research it and published his 
reports about Balochi language and literature. The great 
development and growth of Balochi language and literature 
came 60 years before, and after the creation of Pakistan in 
1947, when young educated Baloch established literary 
societies, wrote many books about Balochi language and 
literature, for the popularity of Baloch. 

There are three institutions which played a major role 
in the promotion of Balochi language and literature. — First, 
the Radio of Pakistan Quetta, second the Balochi Academy 
Quetta. Third, especially, the University of Balochistan, 
Quetta. These three institutions worked a lot for Balochi 
language. 

The University of saosin Quetta, played an 
important role to in taking interest in 7 
Balochi language and literature, and 
also it provided opportunities for 
master program in Balochi literature. 

The major role in the 
promotion of Balochi literature was 
played by Balochi Academy in 
1950. However this Academy has 
become a popular institution for the LL 
development of Balochi language and literature as well as 
culture.

It is written in 
mathematical language, and the letters are triangles, 
circles and other geometrical figures, without which 
means it is hunanlg impossible to comprehend a single 
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female (11). Overall the numbers of collages in 
Balochistan are (97). 

There are 665 high schools, 487 for male and 
178 for female. It's a fact that among 665 high schools 
more than 300 schools teachers are not trained, and 
more than 150 high schools teachers are out of in 
schools. And near about 130 schools suffer from paucity 
of staffs. Moreover, today in remote areas of 
Balochistan, you can't find school buildings, particularly 
in Dera Bugti and Bolan side where we can't find any 
ratio of education. And others rural areas mostly many 
children end their education after passing primary 
education. And what they can do, for the elementary 
education they face difficult challenges then what 
About higher education. 

It is shocking that 21st century still we suffer in 
deprivation of education. A saga said "if some one wants 
to destroy an entire nation, so never demolish by 
weapons but keep nation uneducated it will get ruined" 
the same process is being applied in Balochistan. People 
must be educated but not to be blind. 

In addition, how can this nation progress it has 
more check posts than Government high schools, more 
garrisons than universities and more funds for 
extermination rather than training. Neither Government 
nor political parties tried to plan for the elementary 
education and responsible for the outdated education in 
the province. Because it focuses more on the resources 
of the province than the education. 

So this is the frustration that the education of the 
province, has been kept one side, and they did just for 
their own demand. And it is the humble request to the 
authorities to bring compulsory education in the 
province.

Balochistan which is the poorest province of 
Pakistan, is preserving lowest ratio of literacy country 
wide. It's education sector budget of 2012: 13, is only 
12% of total budget.

The 
number of inter 
colleges for male are 
(40) and for female 
are (22). The number 
of degree colleges for 
male is (24) for 
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groom and bride gathered at the house of groom. At the 
time sargwap sings and some of relatives dance, is 
known as khorag. 


Nikha (Wed Lock) After singing, groom with some of 
witnesses goes to bride's house and calls a Molvi, who 
says the prayers of the wedlock. At the same time groom 
swears that he will protect the bride in any kind of 
difficulty. Similarly, groom will be taken to bride's room 
by his friends. This night is known as the nikha. 





Mubaraki This is the last day of marriage when 
members of groom's family along with drummers leave 
for the bride house and are welcomed by bride's family 
which is called mubaraki. 
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the given date for the engagement. At the date, not only 
the elders of boy's family gather and go to house of the 
girl but also the member of girls family will be waiting 
to welcome them. Additionally, after being welcomed 
they sit together and girl's parents put forward their 
demands in the shape of gold, cash money or entire 
spending of the marriage ceremony. After being 
satisfied they will select a date for marriage ceremony. 


Invitation (Lotokhi) after completing the preparation 
of the marriage ceremony, women of the family gather 
at the house of girl and go for invitation from house to 
house of the society. It will be continue for almost four 
or five days. 


Jullbandi When all invited women of the society gather 
in the house of boy and take the dresses and jewelry of 
the bride and leave for bride’s home is know as 
jullbandi. 





Dozzoki At the night of marriage when (Sargwap) 
hennas the hands of the couple separately with praising 
both the bride and the groom by singing traditional 
songs is called Dozzoki. 


Henni Band After dozzoki it comes henni band when all 
invited women make sure their presence in the house of 
bride. Similarly, the night every member of bride's 
family dances and sargwap once again keeps henna on 
the hands and feet of bride and groom. 


Khorag All invited member of society come at the 
dinner time and eat the feast. After the feast at evening 
khorag is celebrated.

“Communism means, an ideal 
system in which all the means of production and forms of 
property are no longer owned by the individuals or state; but 
instead are owned by the community as a whole, and all 
members of the community share in its work on income’,

In this system all the means of production are 
owned by the state, rather by the people. In this system all 
the economic decisions are made by the state. This is reason 
that socialist economy is given the name of “Command 
Economy or centrally controlled Economy’. As in this system, 
there is a central planning authority which decides regarding 
the allocation of resources, land, labor and capital; as well as 
the goods produced and their distribution.

Thus, the government alone is the owner of all 
resources, and only it can form policies of trade and industry 
and executes them. Only the government can decide what an 
individual may do.

According to Prof-Webb, “Socialist economy is one 
whose all means of production are controlled by state”. Such 
resources are not used with the motive of earning the profits 
rather they are allocated with the aim of enhancing the 
welfare of the people. In the words of Dickenson, “Socialism 
is such an economic organization of the society where all the 
Physical resources of the country are owned by the whole 
community. These physical resources of the country are 
utilized by the representative central planning authority in 
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affected Europe mostly Belgium and France. Because of 
this awareness the revolutiun spread in Germany and 
Eastern European countries. Education made them 
sensitive and they discovered minerals and invented 
new things, as Bagat Singh said that Revolution is a 
change which converts injustice into justice. French 
became against Napoleon Bonaparte and created a 
temporary republic.
